C rippling Attack 
But the crippling attack on 
the Nazi battleship, made by a 
submarine commanded by Cap­ 
tain N. I,unin, a hero of the 
Soviet Union, was said to have 
disrupted their operations and 
permitted all ships in the con­ 
voy to reach the safety of a 
Russian port. 
Only the barest official inform a­ 
tion has been Issued so far but It was 
indicated th at the great warship, a 
potent threat to the Allies' sea lanes, 
again has sought refuge lr, an in­ 
accessible fjord along the Norwegian 
coast. 
There the warship and the 
vessels that accompanied 
her 
now were believed exposed to 
British aerial attacks. 
Seriously Damaged 
The exact extent of the damage 
Inflicted on the Tirpitz was not dis­ 
closed but she was said to have been 
seriously crippled and was expected 
to require extensive repairs. 
TTie Soviet press today hailed the 
dam aging of the vessel as a great 
victory for the Red fleet. 
She was surrounded by a protect­ 
ing ring of destroyers when the two 
torjiedoe.s were slammed into her 
hull, Russian dispatches said. 
The Tirpitz Is the twin of the 
Bismarck, the German battle­ 
ship which sank Britain's battle 
cruiser Hood and. In turn, was 
cornered and sunk herself by 
the massed might of British air 
and sea power. 
Transport bunk 
Tile Tirpitz was last located at 
Trondheim , in a deep fjord on the 
Norwegian west coast, after British

Part of the advance guards were quickly exterminated by 
Him! Army troops in the bitter struggle for the strategic 
waterline before Voronezh, the prime objective of a 120-mile 
Nazi push eastward from Kursk.

Chungking, July 9 (AP)—Braving 
adverse weather, American bombing 
planes made another dam aging a t­ 
tack on Hankow, Japan s m ain base 
in the interior of China, on Mon­ 
day, Lieut. Gen. Joseph W. Siil- 
well’s headquarters announced to­ 
day.

city on Hie Yangtze river, a head­ 
quarters communique said. 
Tile war bulletin also said in an 
attack on Hankow, on July 2, bomb­ 
ers damaged wharves and ware­ 
houses and probably damaged enemy 
shipping. 
T his was the first announcem ent 
of Monday's attack on Hankow, a 
previous communique having stated 
there was no air activity either last 
Sunday or Monday, on account of 
bad weather. 
Since regular Am erican air force 


planes 
have 
begun operating 
in 
China, Hankow has been attacked 
three times. Hie first time on July 
I. 
Tile destruction of several Jap a­ 
nese planes on the ground in a raid 
July 4 on the W hite Cloud air­ 
drome near C anton also was re­ 
ported. 
The Chinese meanwhile belatedly 
confirmed the loss to Japanese forces 
of the whole length of Kiangsi- 
Chekiang railroad. 
The Japanese thus gained com­ 
plete control of th a t segment of the 
overland supply route they are a t­ 
tem pting to stretch from Shanghai 
to Singapore. A Chinese spokesman 
said the Japanese finally wrested 
the rail line from the Chinese July 
I. This bore out Jap an ’s claim, made 
th a t day.
